GREECE IS STILL SORE. 



The New Ministry Defeated on the 
Question of the Peace With 
Turkey. 



Premier Ralli Attributes to Ger 
many the Present Misfortunes 
of His Country. 



London, Sept. 30. — Tho Athena cor 
respondent of the Times says : M. Ralli, 
when preaenting to the chamber the pre 
limiuary treaty of peace, took strong ex 
ception to its terms, attributing: to Ger- 
many all that had been done against 
Greece. He declared that he would not 
submit a resolution approving the treaty 
becauae it was executory, and therefore 
did not requiro approval, and also be- 
cause auch a step would be contrary to 
the soveseign rights of the state and the 
crown. 

M. Delyannia expressed his approval 
of tbiB position, but blamed the govern 
ment for again asking a vote of confi- 
dence, as thiB had already been accord- 
ed. Terefore, presuming that the gov- 
ernment was actuated by other reasons, 
M. Delyannis said that he would with- 
hold his support. The vote was then 
taken. 

Athens, Oct. 1. — The Boule (legisla- 
tive assembly) met to-day to consider 
the raaoe treaty with Turkey and the 
political situation in general.' The gal- 
leries were crowded and the procecJ- 
ngB were followed with intense interest. 

M. Ralli, the premier, mounted the 
tribune and after reviewing the events 
leading up to the signing of the peace 
conditions, invited the chamber to vote 
•onfidence in the government. He pre- 
posed a resolution to that effect. Amid 
great excitement the chamber defeated 
the resolution by « vote of 92 to 30. 

This defeat precipitates a crisis. It is 
deemed impracticable for M. Ralli to 
ontinue iu office with the cabinet bb 
now constituted. The Delyannists are in 
a large majority in the chamber and no 
cabinet could conduct public business 
without their approval. 



YELLOW FEVER KI0TS. 

Health Officers Mobbed While Attempting to 
Raise the Embargo on Freight. 

Washington, Sept. 30. — A summary of 
the progress of the yellow fever epidemic 
up to the close of yesterday, made at the 
office of the Surgeon-General of the ma- 
rine hospital service, gives a total of G82 
cases, and GO deaths in the entire coun- 
try. 

New Ohleans, Sept. 30.— President 
Oliphant, Dr. Carter and Dr. Gaiters 
reached this city early this morning. 
The left yesterday to meet Dr. Swearig 
and other health officers with a view to 
raising the quarantine embargo against 
freight, and had a very rough experience 
at Raine. A mob with shotguns pre- 
vented further progress and they were 
ordered to turn back, which, under the 
circumstances, they were compelled to 
do. During the trip they had gathered 
up twenty-four representatives of the 
health boards and had a meeting at Cade 
at which they fully discussed the situa- 
tion here and elsewhere and adopted a 
resolution tending to relieve the conges- 
tion of freight. A committeo was ap- 
pointed to communicate with the auth- 
orities of the lines with a view to secur- 
ing an amelioration of the present op- 
pressive conditions. 

ONLY WHITE LYNCHERS. 

Virginia Citizens Will Not Allow That Pas 
time to Negroes. 

Buffalo, N.Y., Sept. 30.— A special 
to the Evening News from Cowan's De- 
pot, Va., says : " Peb " Falls, the worst 
woman in the Virginia mountains, has 
been found lynched. The body was 
found yesterday dangling from a rope 
hitched to a sycamore limb. It had been 
hanging there several days. The lynch 
era were probably negroes, aB " Peb ' 
Falls had not associated with her own 
race for years. The lynching was done 
at Massamitten mountain, six miles 
east of here. " Peb " Falla was as vile a 
woman as could be imagined, but bad as 
she was, the citizens and governor will 
not put up with the lynching of a white 
woman by negroes.

CHINA'S NEXT LOAN. 

English, German nnd American Syndicates 
in Competition tor It. 

London, Sept. 30.— The TimeB this 
morning publiahea a long letter on the 
financial situation in China. Among 
other things the writer says the fresh 
fall of silver has wiped out the margin 
for hypothecations which remained out 
oi the customs revenues. Continuing, 
the letter Bay a: "But China is raising a 
new loan to pay the balance of the Jap- 
anese indemnity before 18118, as thereby 
the treasury profits to the extent of 
23-1,000,000 taels, aside from the Janan- 
ese evacuation of Wei-Hai-Wei. China 
is not only negotiating witli the English 
and German banks, but with the United 
States consul-general, who represents a 
powerful American syndicate, and is 
playing oil' one against the other. The 
fact that a syndicate has signed a pre- 
liminary contract need not be taken as 
conclusive of any intention to raise six- 
teen millions in that quarter. As a mat- 
ter of fact, at the date of writing Sheng 
is still receiving overtures from Ameri- 
cans, and has been receiving them ever 
since the signing ot the preliminary eon- 
tract. 



A PRO-BRITISH TARIFF 

Will Be Adopted by Canada When the Com- 
mercial Treaties Expire. 

London, Sept. 30. — The Times' Ottawa 
correspondent eays, on the highest auth- 
ority, that after the expiration in July, 
1SDS, of the commercial treaties now in 
force, Canada will adopt a tariff that will 
be essentially pro-British.

the gunboat Neuva Espania some days 
Figo and left Havana in the night. It is 
rumored that the authorities heard of 
the destination of a filibustering expedi- 
tion and were quietly preparing to seize 
it. The greatest Becreey was observed. 
A gunboat waited quietly in the Bay of 
Oorrientee, Pinar del Rio. It ia impos- 
sible to ascertain how the expedition was 
captured or the names of the filibusters, 
but the Netiva Espania arrived in port 
last night bringing one liotchkisa gun, 
190 cartridges and shells, 12 cars of 
Mauser cartridges, four Remington and 
Mauser rifJea and four boats. 

The officials assert that the expedition 
was only intercepted when the cargo was 
landed and the men escaped. Owing, 
however, to the knowledge of the auth- 
orities some days before a gunboat was 
dispatched, and the unusual official re- 
ticence concerning so great a Spanish 
coup, it ia to be feared that the whole 
expedition has been massacred. 

From reliable authority it is learned 
that twenty-eight of the party, includ- 
ing several American artillery men, who 
had been eent down with the cannon, 
were taken prisoners and summarily ex- 
ecuted. It ia impossible to verify the 
latter statement, though many things 
combine to bIiow there is good ground 
for believing the story. 

BOSTONS THE CHAMPIONS. 

Brooklyn Wild Over the Game Which Set- 
tled This Year's Baseball Honors. 

Brooklyn, Sept. 30.— The race for the 
League pennant of 1897 practically came 
to an end to-day with the conclusion of 
the game at Kastern park, which left the 
Bostons undisputed champions. The 
score was Boston, 12; Brooklyn, 3. Even 
should Baltimore win both their remain 
ing games they can only attain 700 
points. Should Baltimore win from 
Boston on Saturday the latter still would 
have a pereentnge of 704. 

In the second inning of the game to 
day, when the Bostons scored five runs 
which gavo them a safe lead men and 
women arose in their seats and yelled 
like demons. When the lead became so 
great that there was no hope fur the 
home team the faithful joined the Bos- 
ton and their rooters, and for a time no- 
body could hear anything else but peo- 
ple yelling "Boston

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, Sept. oO. — The official re- 
port of a fatal accident on the C.P.R. 
to-day ia as follows: "At noon to-day 
word reached the oflico of the general 
superintendent of the C.P.R. of an acci- 
dent to a freight train eastbounil, near a 
structure known aa White's Creek 
bridge, about 12 miles west of North 
Bend. Information to hand later this 
afternoon shows that the boiler of en- 
gine No. 354, gwhioh was hauling the 
freight special, exploded. A breakman. 
named George Klson, of Vernon, late of 
Port Moody, who was riding on the en- 
gine, was thrown over the embankment 
and sustained injuries through the 
effects of which he has since died. The 
engineer and fireman were slightly 
scalded. The damage of property was 
confined to the partial destruction of 
the engine, the wreck of which was 
promptly removed to North Bend. No 
other interruption to traffic resulted. 
The cause of the explosion is unknown 
at present. General Master Mechanic 
Cross proceeded to the scene of the acci- 
dent by to-day's northbound express to 
hold ail investigation."

to be the keynoto of his policy, the Pre- 
mier has appealed to the good Eenee of 
the people. Aa the Colonist line said on 
more than one occasion, it is a matter of 
secondary importance who fill the offices 
ao that the policy of the government is 
in the best interesta of the province. If 
ever there was a time when " meaaurea, 
not men," should be the watchword of 
British Columbia voters, it is now. The 
next few years are pregnant with tre- 
mendouB poaaibilities. Shall we fritter 
them away in Equabblea as to whether 
John Doe or Richard Roe shall draw a 
Balary? Can we not, aa a people, rise 
above the paltrinea8 of perBonal alterca- 
tion — for aa yet that is all our politics 
amounts to— and deal with the great 
subjects at hand in a manner worthy of 
them? Would it not be well for the op- 
position to try the experiment of admit- 
ting that posaibly the ministers may be 
honorable men, and that they may be 
atriving to do aa beat they can to pro- 
mote what they believo to be the beat 
interests of the province? If the oppo- 
sition believe that the government does 
not understand in what direction those 
interesta lie, or, understanding it, has 
failed to appreciate the meana of pro- 
moting them, it is their bounden duty 
to show It. There may be legitimate 
diiTerenees of opinion aa to what consti- 
tutes the best policy for British Colum- 
bia. Surely here is a wide enough scope 
for the ability of our real and would-be 
leaders of public opinion. Surely here 
they can find a standing ground above 
the mire of personalities. Let British 
Columbia politics be run on British 
Columbia lines. 



A PERMANENT GOLD FIELD. 

The statement of Mr. William Ogilvie, 
printed in the Colonist to-day, in re- 
gard to the quartz deposits of the Yukon 
is of extreme interest. The existence of 
rich auriferous quartz ledges means that 
the Yukon will be a permanent gold 
producing country. 

It is not easy to over-estimate the im- 
portance of such a fact. By it the settle- 
ment of the whole interior of British 
Columbia will be secured, the construc- 
tion of railway lines will be baatened 
and the building'up of British Columbia 
citiea will be placed beyond all doubt. 

Years will be needed to work out the 
placer mines, but Bimultaneoualy with 
the exploitation of the gold therein con- 
tained will come the erection of quartz 
mills, which means the permanent set- 
tlement in the Yukon valley of thous- 
ands of workmen. 

Truly, the prospects of Canada and 
the western portion of Canada are of the 
greatest brilliancy.

A BRITISH COLUMBIA POLICY. 

When the Hon. Mr. Turner was asked 
at Yancouver as to hia views in regard 
to the proposal to run provincial politics 
on Dominion lines, he expressed his in- 
difference, but declared that for him 
British Columbia lines were sufficient. 
In this Mr. Turner haa shown an excel- 
lent appreciation of the needs of the 
hour. It is a matter of aupreme indiffer- 
ence whether the Templeman wing of 
the Liberal party aucceeda in getting a 
convention to declare in favor of run- 
ning the next election on Dominion 
lines or whether the good sense of the 
party prevails and local politics are al- 
lowed to shape themselves upon local 
issues, for in any event there are suffi- 
cient Liberal voters who will support 
the present administration to counter- 
balance the Conservatives who are in 
opposition and make the efforts of what 
the Rosaland Miner calls "the pie bri- 
gade " barren of results. 

But the more important part of 
Mr. Turner's statement is hia de- 
claration to the effect that he 
believes British Columbia questions 
should be paramount in British 
Columbia politics, for when his admin- 
istration appeals to the people it will not 
do so because the ministers composing it 
are of one political faith or another, bo 
far as Dominion issues go, but because 
its record Bhows it to have the desire 
and ability to formulate such lines of 
policy as will contribute to th9 develep- 
ment of the resources of our matchless 
province. This ia an issue worthy of 
the hour and its tendency will be to lift 
local politics out of the narrow and mis- 
erable rut into which they have fallen. 
There ia nothing quite as picayunish as 
the role which the local opposition have 
seen fit to assume. As exhibited in the 
legislature, it consisted of a lot of inane 
debates over empty resolutions ; aa ex- 
hibited in the press, it consists of vague 
assertions and the reiteration of adjec- 
tives, the very violence of which shows 
that the people who use them do not be- 
lieve they are appropriate. The motive 
of the opposition appears to be jealousy, 
except so far as its esteemed leader in 
the house is concerned, and he seems to 
be inspired chiefly by a desire to do the 
beBt he can to justify hia choice for hia 
nominal position. It is impossible not 
to respect Mr. Semlin, but he haa had a 
sort of a political crazy quilt for a party 
and no very well-defined views himself 
as to just what he wants. He would 
bo fair-minded if it were not that, in 
oider to keep hia colleagues from sus- 
pecting him of disloyalty, he must affect 
to regard every act of the government aa 
tinged with dishonesty. From the 
standpoint of the, opposition everything 
the government favors iB presumed to 
be designed for a double purpose, one 
of them being dishonorable and the 
other injurious to the interests of the 
country. 1b a railway company to be 
chartered? Forthwith we are told that 
this is legislation for boodlers and cor- 
ruptionistB and that the object of tho 
government is to surrender the province 
into the hands of monopolists. Is tho 
question one of taxation? Straightway 
we hear again the same story of corrup- 
tion and are told that the government 
lias deliberately resolved to render the 
condition of the farmers intolerable. 
And so on ; charges of duplicity, cor- 
ruption and deliberate wrong are hurled 
around on every possible occasion, and 
the people are told that this ia politics. 

In declaring that, so far as he ia con- 
cerned, provincial politii s Bhall be p aced 
upon a higher level, and that what h 
heat for British Columbia shall continue 



A GOOD SUGGESTION. 

Our request yeBterday, that Colonist 
readers would suggest any point that 
we had overlooked in our summary of 
what Hon. Mr. Sifton can do to help the 
Coast cities, has resulted in our being 
asked once more to draw attention to 
the great desirability of providing a 
place in Victoria, and another in Van- 
couver, where persons going into the 
Yukon can obtain mining licenses. At 
present they muat go down to Dawson 
City, which meanB a great loss of time 
and considerable expenae to those who 
intend to prospect upon the upper 
waters of the Yukon. Already inquries 
have come as to whether licenses can be 
obtained here. 

We think that such licensee should be 
obtainable both in Victoria and Vancou- 
ver, ao that both cities would be on the 
same footing. If it is made known that 
licenses can be obtained in these cities, 
thousands of outfitters will come and 
get them there, and being there will buy 
large amounts of supplies. We think it 
will hardly be necessary to do more than 
mention this matter to Mr. Sifton to 
convince him of- the great convenience 
such an arrangement would be to 
miners, and the great advantage our 
British Columbia cities would derive 
from it. 



Tun Boundary Creek Times says that 
the Colonist has suggested the possi- 
bility of there being no rediBtribution 
until after tho completion of the eensuB 
of 1901. The Colonist never suggested 
anything of the kind, never mentioned 
the census in connection with redistrib- 
ution, never said when it thought there 
ought to be a redistribution, never said 
there ought not to be a redistribution 
next year, never, in fact, expreaaed any 
opinion at all in reference to the time 
when there should be a rediBtribution. 
It has confined itself exclusively to iiBk- 
ing the Opposition papers what they 
meant when they talked about redis- 
tribution and to showing that the Prem- 
ier did not promise a rediBtribution bill 
before the next election. It has not 
said that there will not be a redistribu- 
tion next session. It has been, in fact, 
extremely careful to expreeB no opinion 
on the desirability of any change or 
changes in tho present plan of represen- 
tation, not because it haa not very fixed 
and definite viewB on the Btibject, but 
simply and solely because it has no m 
tention of dancing to the opposition's 
music. It will discuss the question 
affirmatively when it gets ready to doeo. 
Until then it recommends the Boundary 
Creek Times and its other contemporar- 
ies to posseBa their aoula in patience and 
try for a change to stick to the truth. 



A BOSTON ESE DISCOVERY. 

Mr. Thomaa S. Nowell, president of a 
couple of quartz mill companies 
Alaska, was in Seattle the other day and 
gave away the whole policy of the British 
government. This was very unkind of 
Mr. Nowell, and may be a casus belli 
or something of that sort. Just where 
Mr. Nowel! discovered this policy he has 
not yet disclosed, but here the article is 
just as he found it: 

England's plain purpose in thus seek- 
ing to control the newly discovered gold 
regions is that she may be able, when it 
Bhould become necessary, to restrict the 
production of gold without a concert of 
nations. 

Thia ia certainly a remarkable dis 
covery on the part of Mr. Nowell, and 
we wait witli some interest to know 
whether he discovered it at Berner's Bay 
or at Boston. It deserves under any 
circumstances to be ranked with the dis- 
covery of tho planet Neptune. Mr. 
Nowell has put this and that together 
and proved his discovery to hia own 
satisfaction. There is a flaw or two in 
the indictment, but a few fiaws cut no 
(iguro with the average American, who 
is alllicted with Anglo-phobia. Fcr ex 
ample : At the present time GreatBritain 
is not Beeking to control any newly dis- 
covered gold region. This would be a 
auflicient Haw to spoil an otherwise ex 
cellent theory in any other case; and 
there is the additional one that when 
Great Britain does own a gold region, 
she permits every one to come and carry 
away what they want. But trifles like 
these are as nothing to gentlemen like 
Mr. Nowell. If the facts do not fit hia 
theory so much the worse for the facts 
Why should the thought of a free-born 
American citizen from BoBton be ham- 
pored by such things aa facts? Was. 
it to he compelled to respect 
the facta of history, law and 
geography, that ia of British history, 
Uw and geography, that Mr. Nowell's 
ancestors " fit, bled, died, drawed a pen- 
sion, or made money out of an army 
contract," aa the case may be? Ia Am 
erican patriotism so ignoble a thing 
that it must yield to atich a paltry con- 
sideration as tho truth? Do not the 
facta bear Mr. Nowell out? Then the 
facta ahould bear him out; then it be- 
comes the duty of the United Statea 
Senate to reBolve forthwith that the facta 
shall bear him out, or Senator Morgan of 
Alabama shall know the reason why. 
Shade of Jim Blaine! Shall it be aaid 
that the' mere fact that tho British gov- 
ernment is not doing what Mr. Nowell 
Rays it is can bo citod to prove that it is 
not? Never in a thousand years.

Tin: Colonist has not noticed one in 
twenty of the personal references to its 
editor in the opposition press, and ao 
long as they touch him personally only 
it will continue to ignore them. But 
when the statement is made, as in the 
Nelson Tribune, that the editor of this 
paper personally attacks other editors, 
the falsehood is a reflection upon the 
character of the paper. The Colonist 
asserts that there haa not for yeara been 
a reference in its columns to the editor 
of a paper, as Buch, in any other than 
complimentary terms, and very few of 
these, for it believeB in the impersonality 
of journalism. It has referred to editors 
of papers, who are before the public in 
Bome other than an editorial capacity, 
but whei^ltho editor of a newspaper 
enters political life he must expect to be 
treated exactly like any other public 
man. To illustrate what we mean: A 
criticism of Mr. Cotton, M.P.P., for hia 
course aa a member of the legislature is 
not an attack upon the editor of the 
News- Advertiser, though ho is editor of 
that paper. 

In a late San Francisco weekly there 
appeared an article that is a gem in its 
way. Like many other gems, it would 
have been the better for cutting. The 
subject of the article is the Yukon gold 
fields, and among others the following 
statements are made : That Canada can- 
not possibly get into the Yukon without 
crossing United States territory; that 
the United States government can keep 
out the Canadian police; that the police 
now there cannot preserve order; that 
the world will hold Canada for any dis- 
orders that occur; that the Americans 
now on the Yukon will not respect Cana- 
dian lawa, and that the United Statea 
ought forthwith to acquire the whole 
Canadian Northwest coast. At last ac- 
counts the persona responsible for this 
rubbish wore still running at large. 

We have read Mr. John F. Smith'B let- 
ter, as requested by the Kamloopa Sen- 
tinel. We think that the Sentinel hard- 
ly appreciates the situation. The great 
effort of tho Colonist at the presenttime 
is to secure the control of the outfitting 
trade to the British Columbia cities. 
This is not something that can be post- 
poned until a long new railway is built, 
but is a business that will begin with tho 
New Year and will be pretty well overin 
two years. We are Bpeaking now exclu- 
sively of tho outfitting of individual min- 
ers. After two years most of the miners 
will go in light and buy their outfits on 
tho Yukon. 



A movement is on foot in Montreal to 
secure an increase in the salaries of tho 
judges, the ground taken being that pre- 
sent salaries are not largo enough to 
lead a successful lawyer to be willing to 
give up his practice, and hence that 
there is danger of tho bench deterio- 
rating.

LOCAL POLITICS. 

Tho two great political parties of thia 
country have never been divided in 
local politics, and, from present indica 
tions, there is no probability that the 
condition will be otherwise for some 
time to come. The government party 
iB composed of Liberals and ConBerva 
tives. Some time ago thia journal ad 
vocated the election of Mr. Hewitt Bos- 
tock, M.P., as the leader of the Liberals 
of BritiBh Columbia, and its editor, then 
in charge of another paper, waa culled to 
write in a aimilar strain. In each 
stances the move was made with the ob- 
ject of advancing the cause of Liberal- 
ism. Mr. Boatock declined the honor 
and tho political situation remained un 
changed.— Rossland Miner.

It 
seems that the ungrateful fellow instead 
of getting his prescription filled has been 
mean enough to use it as a means of 
begging, for in one instance, at least, he 
got money from a charitable lady by 
showing her the paper and pleading 
poverty.

An 
impressive part of tho Jewish service is 
tho prayer " Here oh Israel, the Lord 
our God tho Lord is one. Blessed be 
tho name of His glorious kingdom for 
ever more. The Lord He la God." This 
prayer is defined in three parts, the firat 
and second being repeated three times 
for every eeven the last is uttered, and 
is said on nearly all important occasions, 
including the visits made by anyone of 
Hobrew faith to the sick. There is a 
Btrong probability, it is said, that Dr. 
Linezer will assumo tho pastorate of tho 
Hebrow congregation in Victoria, and 
when the New Year services are over a 
mooting, with this object in view, of the 
buBinesa management of tho synagogue 
will be hold. Dr. Linczer is a recent ar- 
rival from Hungary where his wife and 
family still reside. He is a new scholar 
to tho English language, having only 
within recent months made any attempt 
to study it.

Seal Herds Migrate From the Old 
Hooker ies to Otter and 
Walrus Islands. 



Two more oCthe home-coming sealing 
fleet anchored in James bay UiBt night, 
having been towed in after trying in 
vain to make port under Bail during the 
early part of the day. The schooners 
are the Vera and Carlotta G. Cox, the 
latter being the veBael that passed the 
Caseo on her way home and which it 
waB supposed and even wagered would 
be home long in advance of her. She 
cornea from the Copper island coast, 
which she left on the 8th of last 
month. Some threo or four days before 
her sailing, the Mermaid and Geneva 
were fallen in with and it was learned 
that both were intending to remain 
away for a considerable time yet, as 
they are well provisioned. An arrange- 
ment had been made between the two 
that the Mermaid should take home the 
Geneva's catch while the latter stayed 
on the Coast to make up for a deficiency 
in her catch on the Japanese coast. It 
wcu'd seem from the luck she was 
meeting when the Cox sailed that tins 
object would be accomplished for she 
was then highliner for the coast with 
340 Bkius. The Mermaid had not done 
nearly so well in the same sealing 
grounds but had received a total of 1,100 
skins, of which DoO were obtained oil' the 
Japanese coast, The Cox got 250 off the 
Copper islands, bringing her total up to 
1,41)0. She reports the Pioneer as hav- 
ing 150 a few days before she 
left for home, and the St. 
Lawrence, of the American tile, with 
200 and doing well, her record for one 
day being 50 skins. No late news in ad- 
dition to that brought by the Casco, 
which beat her home, is brought by the 
Csx. She had seen nothing of any Rus- 
sian men-of-war, and though having met 
several of the Japanese vessels had seen 
none with larger catches than Victoria 
vessels, notwithstanding their alleged 
privilege of going farther inshore than 
Canadian or American Bealers. 

Through the Vera's return further par- 
ticulars of the accident in which two of 
her crew lost their lives were received. 
On the 12thof last month the schooner's 
boats were out hunting. A breeze was 
blowing, and this increased in force as 
the day advanced. On returning to the 
schooner a boat manned by Harry 
Brown, A. Belief., and a Finn known as 
Alex. got broadside on to a 
sea and capsized, throwing all 
three into "the icy sea. The 
accident occurred when the boat was 
about lour miles distant from the 
schooner. All the men were heavily 
clad and wore waterproofs, gum boots, 
etc.. which must have weighed them 
terribly, and when the boat upset only 
Uellet appeared to retain possession of 
the craft, the others sinking without a 
s r .ru«:t:le. Bellet hung to the keel 
of the boat and in this perilous 
position waa picked up by the 
mate, C. E. Locke, whose boat 
happened along immediately afterwards, 
none of the bodies could be found but 
the boat and her gear was a few hours 
Liter recovered. Harry Brown, who 
with the unfortunate Finn, who seems 
t-i ha\-y been little known by some of his 
shipmates, met his death, has been for 
years in the Healing business, having 
last year been first or second mate on 
the Marvin. The Vera's regretable mis- 
fortune is the only fatality to 
any of the Behring Sea fleets this 
year, The Marvin, when the Vera left 
Ounalaska on September 17, it was 
t bought would be receiving her repairs 
in port until the following day at leaBt. 
A report of the catches brought by the 
Vera has already appeared, that for 
which she has to show for her opera- 
tions in the Eea being 265, as against 
270 secured on the lower coast. 
She had secured none of the branded 
furs, but it is understood that the Mar- 
virjB' " take " includes one or more. One 
of the Vera's hunters says he had heard 
of the stories from American cutters 
about the seals abandoning the St. Paul 
and St. Georee rookeries for Walrus and 
Otter islands, tu the northwest. He had 
been told that they had been driven 
away by the liberal use of whitewash to 
kill the stench arising from the branding 
operations. 

When the Vera left Ounalaska the tug 
Hoi yoke was in that port, having called 
fiere with the Bryant and Anderson in 
tow en route to the Sound from St. 
Michael's. One of her tows she intend- 
ed leaving at Ounalaska, while Bhe 
firings the other to the Sound. 



SHIPS AND SHIPPING. 

The "Seattle" Sails for Northern Points, 
and the " Willapa" for West 
Coast Ports. 

At 10 o'clock yesterday morning the 
steamer G'.ty of Seattle left the ocean 
dock for the North, carrying in the 
neighborhood of 100 passengers, a num- 
ber of whom were returning Juneau and 
Sitka business men. several going to 
to the coast mines of AlaBka, and one 
of the Bristol-Eugene expedition, who ia 
bound for Copper river. The latter be- 
longB to a small party which has been 
referred to on previous occasions, and 
which in part went North on the City of 
Topeka Wednesday for the purpose of 
prospecting in the Copper Liver country. 

THE " WILLAPA " AWAY. 

The steamer Willapa got away at ar 
early hour this morning for the West 
Coast with an unusually large load of 
freight. This trip she goes aB far as 
Cape Scott at the north end of Vancou- 
ver island with eight Danes to augment 
the Danish colony there. Among the 
passengers by the Willapa were Rev. 
Mr. Tait, Methodist missionary at Clayo- 
quot, who is taking hiB family there. 
Another passenger is Father Brabant, 
who goes to Ilesquoit. Mr. Kendall, the 
mining man, goes to Sidney Arm.

William A. Gordon, the mining man 
from the North, suspected of the murder 
of his partner, Isaac Jone, will probably 
be brought before the police magistrate 
within the next few days and formally 
arrainged, to enable the Crown officers 
to make application ior a continuation 
until such time as reports can bo re- 
ceived from the parties already afield to 
earch for the missing man, dead or 
alive. 

It is a moat remnrkable fact that as 
yet no charge has been entered, al- 
though the suspected man has been for 
several weeks deprived of hiB liberty. 
Under ordinary circumstances tin's 
would be regarded us a gross violation 
of the fundamental principle of British 
liberty. It is not an ordinary case, how- 
ever, "and herein the procedure is he 
lieved to be justifiable. 

Like the unfortunate Jones, Gordon 
was for a considerable time a resident of 
Nanaimo and a working coal miner. Ilia 
conduct there did not at any time excite 
suspicions of him as a sanguinary 
character— in fact Nanaimoites regarded 
him rather as a weak-minded character 
than a desperate one. 

The police officer, Mr. Chapman, w 
brought the prisoner from the North, 
absolutely declines to enter into particu 
lars of the case other than have already 
been published. Gordon himself is not 
so secretive, however; in fact he is rather 
pleased when opportunity is afforded 
him to air his Bido of the strange 
story. In the first place he admits 
having deliberately lied at Hazleton 
when called upon to account for the 
absence of his partner. He saw that he 
was suspected, he explains, and gave 
the tirst excuse that entered his head — 
that Jones had started for homo via 
Qnesnelle, having first turned over his 
goods to him to dispose of. 

The truth, he now maintains, is that 
Jones was drowned on the Omineca on 
the 12th of last July, while testing a raft 
they had built with the intention of de- 
scending the Omineca. They had reach- 
ed the river several days before, and 
finding the trail bad had decided to 
adopt the water route to reach mining 
ground. 

The raft was built, outfits being left in 
the tent, of course, until it was' com- 
pleted. Then on the 12th of July both 
took the little craft out to see if it worked 
properly, the intention being to start 
out the following day. It had hardly 
been floated into the current when the 
timbers parted, and Jones lost his foot- 
ing. He was wearing but his trousers 
and undershirt at tho time, and this is 
how it came that his money was not 
lost with the body, 

Gordon himself bad difficulty, accord- 
ing to his story, in reaching the Bhore, 
whence he swam out several times in 
the ineffectual attempt to save his part- 
ner. When he realized that it was hope- 
less, that Jones was gone, he picked up 
everything belonging to both and re- 
turned to Hazleton, intending at the 
time to report the circumstances to the 
authorities. 

Why he did not do so, cr why he took 
the trouble to carefully conceal the 
money found sewn in the lining of his 
coat, he has nothing to say. 

Several city law yers have already taken 
the trouble to look into the case, and 
hazard the opiuion that no parallel for it 
will be found in British Columbia juris 
pr udence. Their opinion as to tlio na 
tural procedure to be adopted, iB in favor 
ot habeas corpus application in behalf of 
the prisoner, which would enable the 
authorities to ask for an adjournment if 
it is necessary, and probably meet their 
tlesires aa well aa any other proceedings 
Ab yet no charge lists been formulated.

In the. regiment he was certainly not 
n favorite with tho officers, but he al- 
ways managed to get along very well 
with his fellow soldiers, for ho was ko 
lively aud had such a fuud of ready wit. 
Ho had scarcely had any education, as 
ho was apprenticed at a very early ago, 
but ho had read a groat deal — every- 
thing, iu fact, that ho had been ablo to 
get hold of — novols, newspapers, books 
of travel ami adventure, all kinds and 
sorts of literature, aud us ho hud an 
excellent memory ho was certainly cap- 
ital company. 

Then, too, ho could sing fairly well, 
ho recited like a boru actor, and ho was 
always up to tho most irresistiblo uou- 
seuso, bo that ho was tho very lifo and 
soul of the regiment. He had been nick- 
named by iiis fellow soldiers, on account 
of his liveliness and wit, "the Pari- 
sian," and no ono ever thought of call- 
ing him by any othor name. As far as 
discipline -was concerned, ho was a very 
Eccoud rate sort of soldier, for nothing 
had ever been ablo to persuade him that 
ho owed implicit aud passive obedienco 
to tho officers, of no matter what rank 
they might be. 

On tho other hand, ho kept his uni- 
form nnd his arms in tho most immacu- 
late stato of cleanliness, ho was a first 
class .shot and could march any dis- 
tance. When it vis announced in his 
regiment that volunteers were wanted 
for Tonquiu, ho enrolled himself with- 
out a moment's hesitation, for, as ho 
said, he had always wanted to hnvo a 
look around in other countries. On board 
the Mytho, tho vessel which transported 
the troops, he very soon rnado himsolf 
tpiito ut homo. 

Iu tho first place, ho managed to get 
himself employed down iu the kitchen, 
and in a very short timo was tiio favor- 
ite of tho be&d couk. 

Then, when he -was off duty, ho 
would install himsolf comfortably in 
the forecastle, and, while smoking ciga- 
rettes made with tobacco contributed by 
the sailor.-, be would entertain his audi- 
ence by reciting monologues and by im- 
itating the Purisiau street cries of tho 
various hawkers. 

Ho was wonderfully clever, too, at 
imitating people and animals, and ho 
had baptized everything and every one 
on board with the drollest of names of 
bis own invention, so that even tho 
officer leaning over tho bridge during 
the watch would often roar with laugh- 
ter nt the absurd uouseusu going on 
down below. 

For six mouths tho Parisian had been 
incorporated in ono of the companies of a 
marching regiment, aud there had been 
some hard lighting several times, but 
su fur, ii s he himself said, "he had kept 
his skin whole," and, what was more 
extraordinary, he had escaped all fevers 
and illness of every kind. He was just 
hs. lively us when in France, and many 
a time his gayety had put uow courage 
iuto some of the younger soldiers. 

His sup< riors appreciated his bravery 
and .'ting froid when under fire and the 
happy way lu! bad of making tho best 
of all kinds of privations and fatigue. 

"lie's a line soldier, " remarked hi3 
lieutenant one day to the captain, but 
the latter, who had noticed his tenden- 
cy to insubordination, answered: 

"Vis, a fine soldier during the cam- 
paign, but a bad ono in the barracks — a 
headstrong fellow to deal with." 

A little later on a detachment of the 
regiment was told off to occupy an iso- 
lated point of observation near the banks 
of the bong-Can. For some timo tho 
country ii '.iiiti bad appeared quite calm 
and peaceful, and, as tho guards were 
on dnly us sentinels, the soldiers had 
i'or tho timo being neither fatigue nor 
privations to endure. 

In order that (heir inaction should 
net have a demoralizing effect on the 
imn, tho officer in command saw fit, to 
occupy them in various ways, such as 
digging trenches, collecting fagots and 
till kinds of details connected with their 
temporary encampment. One afternoon 
a sirtiun of tho troop was engaged in 
clearing out the quarters, under tho di- 
rection of Sergeant Butin. 

The Parisian bad never been able to 
reconcile himself to handling tho pick- 
ax, and generally he passed his timo iu 
looking on while his comrades did the 
work, and as ho always kept them en- 
tertained with his jokes aud nonsense 
neither tho men nor the subofficer in 
command had ever made any difficulty 
about this. As it happened, though, on 
tho afternoon in question Sergeant Bu- 
tin was in a very bad humor, for ho had 
that morning been hauled over tho coals 
himself by his superior officer. 

On seeing the Parisian, therefore, 
seated on the ground making a ciga- 
rette, he called out to him roughly to 
lake his placo and work as tho ethers 
wero doing. 

"Oh, they'll get through it without 
me," lio urged.

A Wyoming Cattleman Who Checked th» 
Little Garrni of Two Chicago Thieves. 
Uow n rilllllnory Salesman Cowed nTou£li 
That AVairted to Shoot at Uverythiuij. 

" What is known as a bail man in tho 
far west is not necessarily a man of an 
unvaryingly evil disposition or of dis- 
position evil at all. Ho may be uniform- 
ly and eussedly bad or bad only in tho 
sense of boing dangerous to thoso who 
offer him uiijustiflablo provocation. I 
have met many varieties of tho species 
in my 20 years of travel west of the 
Mississippi," said a former commercial 
traveler. 

"I was in tho train in which it hap- 
pened, although I did not soo tho occur- 
rence, when two thieves cumo to grief 
iu trying to rob a cattleman. It was in 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
station iu Chicago, or, rather, just be- 
yond tho station. Tho thieves evidently 
had plumied tho robbery beforehand, 
knowing that the cattleman had a largo 
sum of money with him, and they had 
followed him to tho train and aboard a 
c oach. Ho had seated himself near tho 
middle of tho car. After tho train had 
started and got under good headway ono 
of the thieves suddenly grabbed him 
from behind, pinioning his arms to his 
.side, while tho other drew his pocket- 
book from his inner breastpocket. Then 
the thieves ran iu oppositoways toward 
the car doors with tho intention, of 
course, of jumping from tho moving 
train, but they hadn't reckoned rightly 
on tho quickness of tho cattleman's pis- 
tol. Drawing his revolver, ho brought 
down one of tho thieves half way to tho 
door, mortally wounded, with a bullet 
through his back. Turning, he fired at 
tho other, just dashing out at the door, 
shooting him through the heart so that 
ho fell dead on tho platform. 

"Tho whole thing was dono so quick- 
ly that few of the passengers in the 
conch werenwaro that anything unusual 
was going on until tho pistol shots rang 
out. Then naturally there wero jumping 
up and confusion and hysterics. The 
cattleman, pistol iu hand, went at once 
to the first thief he had shot, searched 
him and, not finding his pocketbook, 
went back through tho car to whore tho 
other thief lay dead on the platform. 
The crowd gave him free passage aloug 
the aisle, you can bet. At the door a 
brakernon handed him the pocketbook, 
which tho thief had dropped when ho 
fell. Tho cattleman ran his eye over tho 
contents, satisfied himself that they 
■were all right, then went buck to his 
seat, whero Jio remained quietly until 
tho next station was reached. Hero ho 
got OMt, asked the telegraph operator to 
notify tho polico that ho wus waiting 
for them to arrest him and staid until 
they came. The coroner's jury exoner- 
ated him for the killing, and his case, if 
e ver it came before a court, was quickly 
dismissed. I met him afterward in Wy- 
oming, a quiet, everyday sort of man of 
no particular reputation as a shot, who 
had got along will) littlo trouble in a 
fighting way before and after his ex- 
Xiloifc at Ciiioago, but ho showed him- 
self gteat at this ono timo when nerve 
aud promptness and good marksmanship 
were needed. 

"I saw a rough fellow taken down by 
a ir.an who was not a bit rough to look 
nt once ou a passenger train of the 
Southtrn Pacific road, west of Doming. 
I: was in a parlor car, and the tough 
had arrived at the stage of drunkenness 
wbcro he felt it necessary to get out his 
plvtol and shoot at telegraph poles along 
tho side of tho track. He got ugly when 
the conductor spoke to him and allowed 
he'd do pretty much as ho pleased and 
that tho njau who interfered with him 
wouldn't turn up for his victuals next 
day or at any time after. It is probablo 
that tho trainbands eventually would 
have brought him to rights, but a pas- 
senger, a slim, quiet, refined looking 
man, took tho business in hand aud 
saved them tho trouble. 

"The fun began when tho tough's pis- 
tol went oil' iu tho car, by accident quito 
likely. At this the slim man got up and 
walked back to him, carrying a slender 
walking stick in his hand. 

" 'There has been enough of this busi- 
ness,' he said. 'Put that pistol up, ' 

"Tho tough jumped up from his seat. 

"' Damn you!' he shouted. 'Do you 
know who you'ro talking to? You git!' 

"Ho started to cock his pistol as he 
spoke, but the hammer didn't get half 
way up.

He Will Likely Accompany the Min- 
ister of the Interior to 
Dyea. 



" William Ogilvie, Ottawa," was the 
modest siguature on the Driarcl hotel 
register yesterday. It might escape the 
attention of an, unobservant person 
glancing over tho book, as it had not 
been expected that the man who ia to- 
day the greatest authority on Canada's 
Northern gold fields of the Yukon was 
on his way here. 

Mr. Ogilvie was last in Victoria two 
years ago, for in July, 1895, he left for 
the Yukon, whither ho was sent by the 
Dominion government in connection 
with the laying clown of the 141st paral- 
lel, which marks the boundary in the far 
North between Alaska and Canada. 
How well he has fulfilled his duties and 
the great intelligence and skill with 
which he has acted in many other difii 
cult tasks siuce raised by the Klondyke 
rush began, is well known. 

The greatest proof of Mr.Ogilvie's val- 
uable services to Canada in dealing with 
mining disputes and other kindred trou 
bles is the unquestioning way in which 
the miners— Canadiana aa well as for- 
eigners— have accepted liia decisions aa 
just and honest. The benefits of this 
cannot well be overestimated, when one 
remembers how far the Yukon is from 
settled civilization and the greatdiflicu 
ties that might easily arise with a sud- 
den influx of gold seekers, the majority 
of whom, are foreigners unacquainted 
with Canadian lawB, 

Mr. Ogilvie, however, is not the sort 
of man to sing his own praises, and 
while quite willing to talk pleasantly 
about the Yukon country yesterday and 
to give all the information in his power, 
he kept his own personality modestly in 
the background. 

Mr. Ogilvie left Dawson City on July 
15, and making his way ou a river 
steamer to St. Michael's sailed thence 
on the Excelsior to San FranciBco on 
her last trip, a short time ago. Having 
rested in San Francisco a few days, he 
was called North by a telegram, and 
reached Victoria yesterday morning on 
his way to meet Hon, Clifford Sifton, 
minister of the interior, at Vancouver. 

Asked aa to the reports about an an 
ticipated shortage of provisions in Daw- 
son City this winter, Mr. Otrilvio stated 
that at the time he left, in July, there 
were provisions enough to laBt 4,000 
people through the winter. Since then, 
however, many were said to have made 
their way out again to the coast, so it 
might be that after all the provision 
shortage would not be as bad as ex' 
pected. 

" The idea of trying to get relief in by 
dog train is quite out of the question," 
remarked Mr. Ogilvie, "for it is utterly 
impossible for dog trainB to carry, on 
such a long trip, more than enough to 
feed themselves. In fact, on a long jour 
ney a man generally takestwo dog trains, 
calculating that a good many of hiB dogs 
will give out on the trip, as the animals 
have to be pushed ahead as rapidly as 
possible, and that there will probably be 
only enough of the stronger dogs left to 
get to the journey's end." 

Mr. Ogilvie estimates that altogether 
from two to two and a half millions in 
gold was taken out of the 
Klondyke this year. In the 
creekB already being worked— Bonanza 
and Eldorado, there are, ho calculates, 
some $60,000,000 or $70,000,000 in gold, 
so that for next year and several years 
to come they will yield perhaps .'{60,000, 
000 to $70,000,000. This, of course, re 
fers only to thediscoveries already made, 
and there ia an enormous stretch of 
country that has not been touched at al 
yet. 

Even when the placer mines are ex 
hauate'l the quartz discoveries will make 
the mining Business a permanent one. 
In fact mining is only beginning there. 

Talking of the reportB of wonderful 
amounts of gold taken out in a single 
pan, Mr. Ogilvie gave some of his own 
experiences. In one of the mines 
owned by Clarence Berry, whose 
fortune was told in one of the

papera several months ago, Mr. Ogilvie 
went into one of Berry's claims and for 
curiosity's Bake asked to be allowed to 
pan out a panful of gold. The pay 
streak then was very rich, but standing 
at the bottom of the shaft, looking at it 
by the light of a candle, all that could be 
seen of the pay streak wbb a yellowish 
looking dirt, with here and there the 
sparkle of a little gold. Mr. Ogilvie 
took out a big panful, took it to the sur- 
face and started to wash it out, while sev- 
eral miners stood about guessing as to 
the result. 

" More dirt than gold," joked Mr. 
Ogilvie as he sluiced ofl the top dirt by 
a dip in tho water. Ttion aB the dirt 
went out the gold began to glisten in the 
pan he reversed his decision to " More 
gold than dirt," 

Five hundred dollars was the 
top guess of the miners, but when 
the gold was washed, dried and weighed, 
it came to a little over $590. 

Speaking of the quartz to be found in 
the Yukon Mr. Ogilvie stated that he 
had made a number of teBts roughly for 
several men. One man brought in a 
sample from a quartz ledge he had dis- 
covered. Mr. Ogilvio weighed out sev- 
eral samples, crushed them, washed out 
tho gold, and found that the ore went 
$1,000 to the ton even by that crude 
method, Other samples he tried went 
$100 or more. If the ore had been 
properly crushed and quicksilver used 
to amalgamate, tho results would have 
been very much higher no doubt. 

Mr. Ogilvie denies tho highly colored 
reports of lawlessness at Dawson City. 
In spite of the number of foreigners, the 
miners show a disposition to abide by 
tho Canadian laws. At the same time it 
ia to the mounted police that tho people 
look to maintain order, and tho talk in 
United States newspapers about the 
miners running things their own way by 
means of miners' meetings iB all non- 
sense. Mr, Ogilvie has a few comical 
incidents to relate in connection with 
tho uncertainty that formerly existed aB 
to the boundary line. He has marked 
out the boundary along tho Mist 
meridian and finds that that will be 
quite sufficient to prevent any disputes 
as to the mines. The line showB that 
Miller and Glacier creeks, formerly be- 
lieved to be in Alaska, are well on the 
Canadian Bide of the line; and as to the 
rest of the ground where gold has been 
struck that is bo far east in Canada as to 
set at rest the least doubt about it. 

One man, a French Canadian, com- 
monly known as French Joe, who had a 
claim on Miller creek, was very anxious 
to find out, when Mr, Ogilvie Hrst went 
to the Yukon, whether the mine was in 
Canada or Alaska. When he discovered 
ho was in Canada Joe was quite con 
tented, for, aB ho Baid: " I got all I want 
of dem miners' meetings." 

" I tell you pooty quick w'y too my- 
self," continued Joe. 

" Mabbe you know Josh Brown down 
de crick. Well! one day a feller 'bout 
two mile hup to de nord, he say as 1 pass 
de mine, 

'Hello Joe! spose you tak des two 
hounce gold down to Josh.' 

' Bien,' I say, 'I tak ini.' 

" Well, I tak de dust to Josh, but ba- 
temo ! hinsted of say merci, he yell, ' By 
gar! dat feller hovve ine tree bounce, 
w'ere's do hodder V 

1 Sacie ! I got no hodder, de manhonly 
gif me two,' I say, 

"Josh, he git mad cause I honly got 
two hounce to gif him and he call a min- 
ers' meeting. 

" Maudit wot you Bpose dem feller do. 
I tell dem I honly get two hounce to take 
to Josh, but dey mak mo pay de hodder 
hounce and all the expense of the meet- 
in. Dere was SO men in hall and honly 
five vote for me, but do hodder feller 
have six on hiB Bide. De res dey Bay 
' We don' give a dam nohow.' 

• No,' saidJoo, in concluding his un- 
happy experience, '1 don' want no more 
miners mcetin. 

"Things are not run by miners' meet- 
ings on the Canadian side of the line, 
went on Mr. Ogilvie, " and Joe's exper- 
ience does not make them very desirable 
at any rate." 

As to the people composing the 
population at the mines Mr. Ocilvie 
states that the native born Americana 
arc in the minority. The Canadians 
outnumber them and the others are 
Scandinavian and European born, The 
Swedes and Norwegians make a partic- 
ularly desirable class of immigrants, 
They aro pleaeed with their treatment 
in Canada and like our laws. 

"A great many of these will take the 
gold they make back to Europe with 
them," said Mr. Ogilvie, "for though 
they came from the United States they 
are not going back there to live. Some 
of thorn Baid to me that if they did not 
care to live back in their old homes 
again they would come out to Canada to 
settle. Certainly they will give their 
friends a good account of the Dominion." 

Mr. Ogilvie, in speaking of tho trials 
of a miner in the North, advised that 
only men who were able to take a year's 
supplies with them and could endure 
hardships and disappointment should 
make tlie > attempt. A man who could 
ataad these hardships, poor food, bad 
water, and could put up with all the 
disadvantages of cold and hard work be- 
sides, would, he believed, succeed in 
making money. But there w - ere plenty 
of men who, though able to stand the 
toil, would succumb to the other diffi- 
culties, Aa an instance, Mr. Ogilvie 
spoke of two young Swedes who had 
made fortunes in the mines, about •$60,- 
000 in all, and started for home. How- 
ever, they svero taken ill with typhoid at 
Dawson City and both died. 

There was a good deal of sicknesa at 
Dawson, due to want of sanitary pre- 
cautions and bad water, resulting' in an 
outbreak of typhoid, 

The water of the creek had become 
foul by reason of the drainage from the 
place running into it and the tearing up 
of tho banks in mining and the conse- 
quent decomposed vegetable matter 
falling into the water had added to the 
trouble. 

Mr, Ogilvie had ono little amusing in- 
cident to toll of how a very fervid 
American from away bnck eaat drank 
the Queen's health. The man who is a 
sort of character among the miners goes 
by tho name of Jim. He baa a little 
place on Forty Mile, and instead of min- 
ing runs a truck garden in which 
he grows potatoes at two bits a pound. 
Tho potatoes do not grow very well 
fur they are somewhat waterv and Bour ; 
yet fresh vegetables are a" rare com- 
modity in the Yukon. Jim's ranch is 
right on the line, and it was with great 
relief that he found after the boundary 
had been run that he was still in the 
United StateB with tho exception of a 
corner of his potato field. 

When Mr. Ogilvie was coming away 
he had a small quantity of good Cana- 
dian rye whiskey which Jim regarded 
with longing eyes. " You'll get it on 



one condition," said Mr. Ogilvie, "and 
that is that vou drink tho Queen's 
health" 

"I'll do that," replied Jim, and tip- 
ping up the bottle he Bwallowed his drink 
after a fervid "God Bless Queen Vic- 
toria and all hor subjects." 

Mr, Ogilvie goes ovpt to Vancouver 
this morning by the Islander to meet 
Hon. Mr. Sifton, and it is possible that 
he may form one of the party North in 
the Quadra to Dyea. 

OVERLAND TO KLONDYKE. 

The Route via Ashcroft and Quesnelle Very 
Well Spoken Of. 

Mr. S. T. Eichelberger, who has been 
out Binco May 1 in the interest of Mar- 
cus Daley, James Hamilton and J. F. 
Karby, of Anaconda, Montana, looking 
out a practical route for a large party of 
prospectors which tho above named 
centlemen intends Bending into the 
Peace river country early next seaBon, 
came down the Cariboo road to ABhcroft 
thiB week, having left his outfit, horses, 
etc., at Quesnelle. To the Ashcroft 
Mining Journal Mr. Eichelberger said: 
" I shall strongly advocate the Ashcroft- 
Quesneye route for any parties wishing 
to reach Peace river or the Klondyke 
overland. It ia through a country easy 
to travel, good trails, good water and 
the best feed I ever saw, so far aa I 
went, and from conversation I have had 
while in that country with those who 
have been clear through to Teleeraph 
Creek I am satisfied that the route can 
be covered easily with pack animals 
from ABhcroft clear through to Teslin 
lake in -10 or 50 days. I waa at QueB- 
nello when Mr, Devereau and companion 
left on their trip overland in the interest 
of the Mining Journal, to secure a map 
and furnish all information of tho pres- 
ent condition of the trail through to 
Teslin lake. Ho stated to mo that he 
would be able to make Telegraph Creek 
in 25 days from the time of leaving 
Quesnelle. He went with a light outfit, 
intending to renew his supplies at Hazel- 
ton and at Telegraph Creek, His report 
will be of great interest to all contem- 
plating the trip in the early spring.
